Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Uentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  I967. 

The  Rural  District  of  St,  Faith's  and  Aylsham  covers  93> OO5  acres 
and  has  two  designated  industrial  areas  adjoining  Norwich  County  Borough 
and  adjacent  to  the  area  of  highest  population  density  in  the  District. 

The  industries  range  from  shoes  to  electrical  components;  refrigerated 
vessels  to  caravans,  electronic  organs  and  soft  drinks  to  printing  and 
engineering.  There  is  a  Wholesale  bakery  and  a  British  Road  Services 
Depot;  in  other  words  the  industrial  area  has  a  cross  section  of 
British  Industry, 

In  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  District  the  main  industry  is 
farming  with  its  associated  industries  of  animal  food  processing, 
fertiliser  manufacture  and  agricultural  engineering.  At  G-t,  Witchingham 
is  what  is  probably  the  largest  Turkey  breeding  establishment  in  the 
country.  Turkeys  and  other  poultry  are  produced  at  several  other  smaller 
establishments  in  the  area. 

Boat  building  is  carried  on  in  the  Broads  Area.  At  Lenwade  prestressed 
concrete  products  and  components  for  industrialised  houses  are  produced 
while  at  Aylsham  a  small  factory  produces  radio  components.  A  very 
large  firm  of  builders  and  public  works  contractors  has  its  headquarters 
at  Drayton. 

Some  chalk  pits  and  extensive  gravel  workings  are  found  in  the  area. 

The  University  of  East  Anglia  uses  as  Halls  of  Residence  some  of 
the  buildings  on  what  was  St.  Faith's  R.A.F.  Station. 

St.  Faith's  Crematorium  serves  a  large  area  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk, 

The  provision  of  mains  drainage  has  proceeded  slowly  in  19^7 
through  no  fault  of  the  Council  but  increased  building  at  higher  density 
has  made  the  provision  of  adequate  sewage  disposal  units  an  urgent 
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necessity  in  over  half  our  villages.  A  piped  water  supply  is  still 

awaited  in  some  villages.  Truly  rural  England,  but  a  condition 

which  I  hope  will  in  the  near  future  be  rectified.  Schemes  for 

mains  drainage  take  tirae  to  prepare  and  cost  a  considerable  amount 

of  money  to  instal  and  unnecessary  deferment,  delays,  enquiries  etc.  etc. 

only  add  to  the  initial  costs.  Mains  services  are  not  luxuries; 

they  are  basic  necessities  that  must  be  given  priority. 

Housing  is  a  field  where  it  seems  inevitable  that  the  demand 
outstrips  the  supply.  The  number  of  Council  d.v'ellings  completed  in 
1967  '-^as  37  -  fan  too  few  for  the  largest  Rural  District  in  the  County, 
but  which  comes  first  the  Drain  or  the  Dwelling?  Can  \;e  afford  to 
build  and  permit  to  be  built  housing  developments  at  ever  increasing 
density  on  septic  taiik  drainage,  or  must  we  refuse  building  permission 
v/here  there  is  no  sewage  disposal  unit?  Sewers  are  therefore  an  urgent 
priority,  Man  may  have  a  pail  closet  in  his  space  capsule  v;hen  he 
lands  on  the  moon  but  let  us  have  main  drainage  in  St,  Faith's  and 
Aylsham  now.

There  were  fourteen  stillbirths  and  seven  deaths  under  the  age 
of  1  week,  gi/ing  a  perinatal  mortality  rate  of  12<,74»  This  is 
lower  than  I966  and  considorab.ly  lov/er  than  that  for  England  and 
v/ales  bub  small  figures  can  be  deceptive.  This  i.s  a  figure  \7hich 
will  be  rncreasingly  difficult  to  reduce.

There  v/ere  5.55  total  deaths  in  19^7.  Of  these  53$^  occurred  in 
the  over  75  years  age  group,,  89  =  56^0  occurred  over  53  years  of  ago. 

Only  30  people  died  under  the  age  of  45  end  of  these  10  deaths  occured 
under  t.he  age  of  1  year.  Henoe  only  20  people  died  betv^een  the  age 
of  1  year  and  45  years  in  a  population  of  54?  150. 

There  were  100  deaths  due  to  cancer  i.e,  19.4^0  of  all  deaths. 

Of  these  deaths  28*72/0  v/ere  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  This  disease 
caused  5*7^^  of  the  total  deaths  in  I967.  fiie  highest  agn  incidence 
v/as  in  the  55-“ 74  age  group  (20  males  and  3  females).  Y/hether  this 
age/sex  ratio  ten  to  one  in  the  55"64  and  five  to  one  in  the  65-74  years 
v/ill  continue  is  conjectural  since  so  many  younger  v/omen  are  now 
quite  heavy  smokers  and  there  is  as  has  been  stated  so  frequently 
"a  strong  correlation  between  smoking  and  lung  cancer" « 
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Coronary  Heart  Disease 


Coronary  heart  disease  caused  93  deaths,  that  is  16.57%  of  all 
deaths.  Of  the  deaths  due  to  heart  disease  5C%  are  due  to  coronary 
heart  disease.  The  following,  table  shows  the  interesting  age/sex 
incidence  of  this  condition;  three  times  more  common  in  men  than  vromen 
aged  45“34  and  over  five  times  more  frequent  in  the  55-64  age  group. 

Is  this  the  toll  of  achievement?  Is  a  man's  striving  to  be  crovmed 
not  with  the  coronet  of  success  but  the  cataclysm  of  coronary  heart 
disease?  One  in  three  people  die  in  the  first  coronary  attack. 

More  research  is  needed  into  the  cause  of  this  disease.  It  is  true 
that  treatment  has  progressed  but  until  the  cause  be  established 
prevention  cannot  be  attained  and  this  is  the  real  objective.

Luring  1967  there  V7ere  6  neu’  cases  notified  (3  male  pulraonaiy, 

1  female  puLmonary  and  2  non-pulmonary  females).  There  were  2  inward 
transfers  (1  male  pulmonary,  1  female  pulmonaiy) .  Sight  cases  v/ere 
removed  from  the  register  during  the  year  (2  male  pulmonary  and  1  female 
non-puLaonary,  recovered;  3  male  pulmonary  and  2  female  pulmonary, 
left  the  district).  Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis. 

Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  offered  by  Norfolk  County 
Council  to  all  I3  year  old  children.  This  procedure  gives  some 
protection  against  tuberculosis.  Nhile  the  incidence  of  this  disease 
has  been  greatly  reduced  by  better  living  conditions  and  improved 
methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  there  is  still  the  danger  from 
the  undetected  case  in  the  over  50  years  age  group.  Hence  there  is 
still  the  need  for  preventive  measures  to  protect  the  teenage  group.

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Immunisation  Schemes 


Primary  immunisation  against  v;hooping  cough,  diphtheria  and.  tetanus 
(triple  antigen)  and.  poliomyelitis  (oral  vaccine)  is  commenced  in 
the  third  month  and  completed  in  the  fifth.  Thirteen  months  after 
the  completion  of  the  primary  course  (i,e,  at  18  months  of  age)  a 
reinforcing  dose  of  triple  antigen  is  given  to  "boost"  the  body’s 
iiaraunity.  A  reinforcing  dose  of  diphtheria/tetanus  antigen  is  given 
on  school  entry  (i.e,  at  5  years  of  age)  and  a  further  "booster"  at 
10  years  of  age.  In  the  penultimate  school  term  a  further  injection 
of  tetanus  toxoid  is  given.  It  is  important  to  ensure  protection 
against  the  tetanus  bacillus  and  in  an  agricultural  area  it  is  essential 
that  this  be  done.  In  the  light  of  our  present  knowledge  it  is 
advisable  to  have  a  "booster"  tetanus  injection  every  5  years  though 
v/ork  is  being  done  on  the  production  of  a  vaccine  which  will  render 
repeated  booster  injections  unnecessary.

It  is  not  possible  to  ascertain  precisely  the  imraunisation  state  of  the 
area,  compared  with  I966  because  of  the  separation  of  the  Porehoe  and  Henstead 
figures  but  it  would  appear  that  there  is  still  room  for  improvement.  It 
is  of  vital  importance  that  the  iimnunity  of  the  area  be  maintained  at  a 
high  level  otherwise  an  outbreak  of  infection  could  be  disastrous. 
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School  Health  Service  and  Handica-pped  Pupils  Regulations  1953 


This  legislation  provides  for  the  medical  inspection  of  all  children 
during  the  period  of  compulsory  school  age.  At  present  there  are  three 
such  medical  inspections;  on  entry,  at  approximately  10  years  of  age 
and  in  the  penultimate  year  of  school  attendance.  Some  areas  have 
experimented  with  the  substitution  of  a  questionnaire  for  the  10  years 
examination,  but  conclusions  do  not  prove  that  more  defects  arc  thus 
found  nor  is  there  economy  in  medical  tine.  The  School  Medical 
Officer  in  order  to  carry  out  these  inspections  visits  each  school 
annually.  Any  defects  found  are  referred  to  the  general  practitioner 
for  further  investigation  and  treatment. 

All  pupils  with  handicaps  are  inspected  at  more  frequent  intervals, 
as  required. 

Routine  screening  test  of  hearing  is  carried  out  on  all  six  year 
old  children.  Any  hearing  loss  thus  detected  is  referred  for  full 
audiometric  investigation  and  treatment.  Vision  is  tested  routinely 
and  defects  referred  to  the  Ophthalmic  Department, 

Dental  inspection  and  treatment  is  provided  for  all  school  children. 
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Under  Sections  22-25  ^he  following  provisions  are  made 

S_^2 

The  care,  including  dental  care,  of  expentant  and  nursing  mothers 
and  children  under  5  years  of  age  not  attending  primary  schools.  This 
section  includes  the  provision  of  Child  Welfare  Centres,  a  list  of 
v/hich  is- appended.  The  Medical  Officer  visits  for  the  purpose  of 
routine  medical  inspection,  of  v/ell  babies,  immunisation  and  vaccination 
and  the  giving  of  advice  to  mothers.  The  assessment  of  the  normal 
development,  mental  and  physical,  of  babies  is  a  very  important  and 
skilled  task.  The  early  detection  can  make  all  the  difference  between 
a  slight  disability  and  a  serious  handicap.  Because  of  adverse  factors 
operating  ante-na tally  or  perinatally  some  babies  are  bom  "at  risk"  of 
developmental  abnormality.  The  careful  observation  of  such  a  baby’s 
progress,  and  the  keeping  of  accurate  records  may  lead  to  the  detection 
of  causes  of  abnormality  hitherto  unicnov/n.  This  in  turn  can  lead  to 
prevention  of  the  adverse  influence. 

...It  has-  been  said  that  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  outdated.  The 
Sheldon  Report  stated  quite  definitely  that  such  is  not  the  case. 
Developmental  clinics  are  essential  and  on  the  new  housing  estates  The 
Clinic  may  be  the  first  social  contact  young  mothers  make  with  other 
young  mothers.  It  is  alv/ays  a  comfort  to  learn  that  other  people  have 
problems  and  the  sympathetic  ear  of  the  trained  staff  at  the  Centre 
means  help  and  guidance  for  the  inexperienced  and  often  harassed  mother. 

Clinics  are  held  at  the  folloiTing  villages  at  the  times  stated.

YTithout  the  valuable  help  given  by  these  ladies,  the  Hospitals 
service  would  break  dovwi.  The  Home  Helps  enable  the  elderly  person  to 
be  cared  for  at  home  so  that  only  those  needing  nursing  care  are 
adraitted  to  Hospital,  Extension  of  this  service  is  urgently  needed, 
"Night  sitters  in"  would  be  a  great  blessing. 


Mental  Health  Act  1958 


Sixty  five  patients  were  admitted  to  Mental  Hospital  in  t  34 
informally,  31  under  compulsory  pov^ers.  These  figures  are  about  the 
same  as  the  previous  year.

SLAUG-KTERHOUSES 


There  were  six  licensed  Slaug,hterhouses  in  the  District  during  the 
year.  The  one  small  one  'v/hich  I  reported  to  you  as  having  ceased 
operating  at  the  end  of  1966  did  not  reopen  during  the  year  and  it  is 
more  than  probable  that  the  licence  here  will  not  be  renevjed  in 
r.  further  small  slaughterhouse  operated  by  a  local  butcher  for  killing 
for  his  Ovai  trade  only,  ceased  slaughtering  during  May  and  had  not 
resumed  killing  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  premises  are  being  maintained 
in  accordance  vjith  e 2d. sting  legidation. 

It  v/ould  appear  that  the  practise  of  retail  butchers  operating 
their  ov.n  slaughterhouses  is  becoming  a  thing  of  the  past  and  that 
slaughterhouses  in  future  vdll  tend  to  become  larger  and  fewer.

.As  reported  to  you  last  year  an  appeal  was  outstanding  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  fisheries  and  food,  by  the  owners  of  one 
Slaughterhouse  against  the  determination  of  hours  of  slaughter  by 
the  Council,  The  outcome  './as  that  the  o'vmers  in  question  withdrev/ 
their  objections  in  February  and  accordingly  all  Sunday  slaughtering 
ceased  after  the  Easter  Bank  Holiday.  Slaughtering  at  weekends 
is  nov;  permitted  on  Saturday  mornings  onl^^  until  2,00  p.m,  and  none 
on  Sundays  except  at  holiday  periods,  periods  of  heavy  killing 
(just  before  Christmas),  for  expoi't,  or  in  emergency  slaughter  cases. 

During  the  week,  killing  finishes  at  6.00  p.m.  In  e^cceptional  circumstances 
I  am  authorised  to  vary  these  hours  reporting  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Council  my  reasons  for  so  doing. 

One  problem  presented  itself  soon  after  the  restrictions  were 
brought  into  operation,  namely  the  slaughtering  of  calves.  These 
are  purchased  from  Norwich  Livestock  Market  on  Saturday  mornings 
and  do  not  arrive  at  the  sole  slaughterhouse  concerned,  until  the 
middle  of  the  afternoon.  The  very  young  calves  are  unable  to  be 
fed  without  difficulty,  and  to  keep  them  until  Monday  morning 
before  slaughtering  is  impossible,  iwfter  consultation  with  the  local 
H.S.P.C.A.  Inspector,  it  2/as  agreed  that  these  animals  only  could 
be  slaughtered  on  Saturday  afternoons  and  that  they  v/ould  be  retained 
for  inspection  on  the  follo./ing  Monday,  i-part  from  this  aspect, 
the  restrictions  have  been  generally  ‘./elcomed  by  ov/ners  and  v/orkmen.

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POULTRY  INSPECTION 


During  the  year  all  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  attended  a 
refresher  Course  on  Poultry  Inspection,  held  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 
and  a  system  of  inspection  uas  introduced.  This  entails  periodic 
checks  during  v/orking  hours  to  ensure  that  a  satisfactory  standard 
of  hygiene  is  being  maintained  and  routine  visits  to  inspect 
suspect  birds  iii  the  case  of  the  large  establishments,  and 
nearly  all  the  kill  in  the  smaller  ones.

The  inspection  system  did  not  commence  until  late  in  May  and  was 
not  fully  operational  until  the  late  Summer.  It  \ms  found  difficult 
at  first  to  organise  a  system  of  inspection  at  the  end  of  each  vrarking 
day  ov/ing  to  the  distance  betv/een  establishments.  However,  vd-th  the 
v/illing  co-operation  of  ovmers  and  staff  these  difficulties  viere 
overcome.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  owners  generally 
after  the  initial  sui^prise  of  having  reg-jilar  inspections  were  very 
co-operative.  Hygiene  improvements  were  carried  out  at  some  of  the 
premises  and  discussions  v/ith  others y/e re  proceeding. 

It  will  never,  under  present  conditions,  be  possible  to  ensure 
10Q;t  inspection  as  even  to  give  the  present  inspection  service  does 
mean  that  some  routine  work  on  the  district  has  to  suffer.

There  v/ere  no  serious  contraventions  relating  to  food  premises. 

One  complaint  was-  received  of  meat  pies  heing  mouldy  vdien  purchased 
from  a  shop  \;ithin  the  Council's  area.  On  investigation  it  was 
found  that  they  had  been  delivered  only  a  few  hours  before  sale  and 
that  the  wholesalers,  \.dth  premises  in  another  district,  were  to 
blame.  The  firm’s  bacteriologist  paid  a  visit  the  following  day 
and  the  outcome  v/as  that  an  amended  system  of  checking  was  brought 
into  operation  at  the  factory  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  no  further 
complaints  had  been  received.  A  warning  was  given  in  this  case 
to  the  v7holesalers  concerned. 

The  improvement  in  the  standard  for  village  shops  still  continues, 
and  there  are  now  very  few  of  the  old  type  village  shops  left.

Duriig  the  year  two  outside  inspections  were  made  by  the  Public 
Health  (Slum  Clearance  and  Improvement  G-rants)  Sub-Committee.  One 
in  the  Parish- of  Honingham  and  the  other  in  the  Parish  of  Aylsham, 

Action  taken  daring  the  year  consisted  of  the  making  of  6  Closing 
Orders,  47  Demolition  Orders  and  the  rescinding  of  6  Demolition  Orders 
after  the  houses  had  been  repaired. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  the  continuation  of  the 
Council’s  policy  of  leaving  aged  people  in  their  homes  v/here  they 
have  no  Tjish.  to  move,  although  the  houses  are  subject  to  orders 
of  one  kind  or  another.  Periodic  inspections  are  made  t)  make 
sure  that  the  houses  are  in  a  structurally  safe  condition,  I  feel 
that  this  is  a  very  humane  method  of  dealing  with  this  problem,  for 
to  make  old  people  undergo  a  change  of  house  and  surroundings  late 
in  life  would  hasten  their  inevitable  end.  To  give  our  "Senior 
Citizens"  this  choice  is  veiy  much  appreciated  as  members  of  the 
Sub-Committee  are  av;are  follOv;ing  their  visits  and  discussions.

Action  during  the 


The  year  under  review  was  a  brighter  one  than  19^6,  regarding 
Slum  Clearance.  Since  1955^  when  Slum  Clearance  v/ork  coimaenced  in 
earnest  all  Parishes  in  the  district  have  been  visited  by  the  Sub- 
Coimmittee  and  action  taken  on  unsatisfactory'-  properties  inspected. 

The  Visit  to  Aylsham  marked  the  second  phase  in  the  operation  to  remove 
unsatisfactory  dwellings  in -the  Council’s  area.  This  was  the  second 
visit  to  this  Parish,  and  action  was  taken  on  houses  that  were  noted 
on  the  first  visit  to  have  a  limited  ’Life*. 


There  is  a  grovving  tendency  in  the  district  for  old  houses, 
some  with  orders  on  them,  to  be  bought  and  large  sums  of  money  spent 
to  bring  them  up  to  standard.  This  policy  is  encouragei^  for  by  doing 
so  the  character  and  charm  of  the  village  is  retained.  However,  all 
properties  are  viewed  in  this  connection  from  a  practical  aspect  as 
some,  however  charming,  are  structurally  not  'w-orth  spending  money  on 
to  try  and  restore  them,  and  intending  owners  are  advised  accordingly.

Grants  in  respect  of  2^.  houses  and  the  promised  grants  amounted  to 
£8,372.6.11.  3  applications  were  -i/ithdra^m  -  2  of  v/hich  later 

obtained  Standard  Grants. 

,jork  at  26  houses  v/as  completed  during  the  year  and  the  amount 
paid  was  £9^421.18.11. 

approval  v/as  given  for  Standard  Grants  in  respect  of  112  houses, 
and  the  maximu-i  amount  of  grants  that  could  be  paid  was  £22,382.1 6.4, 

2  applications  were  refused,  1  application  v/as  withdrawn  and  1  applicant 
completed  work  before  approval. 

4ork  at  8Z|-  houses  was  completed,  and  the  amount  of  grants  paid 
was  £13,422.5.1. 

Contrary  to  expectations  the  number  of  Discretionary  Grants  rose 
by  one  over  the  previous  year,  reversing  the  trend  which  had  continued 
for  several  years. 

The  nuaber  of  Standard  Grants  approved  also  increased  by  I6  over 
the  previous  year,  .iith  the  provision  of  sev/ers  in  Marsham,  Coltishall, 
Horstead  and  //roxham  I  hope  that  I968  v/ill  exceed  this  number  by  a 
large  margin.  Surveys  were  carried  out  and  inforraation  given  to 
property  ov/ners  in  these  parishes  to  encourage  owners  to  apply  for 
grants  for  the  provision  of  all  amenities  when  the  sev/er  becomes 
available.  The  Council  did  stipulate  tliat  \/hen  grants  for  conversions 
of  pail  closets  to  '.uO,  were  considered  that  no  grant  would  be 
given  in  cases  where  the  ./.C.  to  be  provided  did  not  comply  v/itli  the 
Iraprovement  Grant  Standard.  It  was  also  considered  that  the  area 
served  by  the  North-East  Parishes  Sewerage  Scheme  ;/ould  be  suitable 
for  an  Improvement  Area  after  suitable  time  has  elapsed  for  o’.mers 
voluntarily  to  carry  out  Improvements. 


SCAVISTG-II'IG- 


To  lay  regretj  no  alterations  v/ere  made  in  the  collection  service 
during  the  year  even  though  this  was  approved  by  the  Council.  This 
lack  of  action  on  ny  part  v/as  attributable  to  the  delay  in  ordering 
and  deliver^/  of  vehicles.  The  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  v/as 
that  21  parishes  containing  the  majority  of  households  receive  V7eekly; 
and  27  of  the  smaller  parishes  receive  fortnightly  collections. 

The  three  30  cubic  yard  compression  vehicles  were  operating 
satisfactorily,  jith  the  increasing  bulk  of  refuse  collected  today 
it  is  obvious  that  the  small  side  loading  vehicle  has  outlived  its 
usefullnessp  except  in  small  isolated  parishes,  approval  was  given 
to  the  gradual  phasing  out  of  the  side  loaders  and  replacement  with 
larger  rear  loading  vehicles. 

The  increasing  bulk  of  domestic  refuse  continued  as  in  previous 
years.  The  volume  collected  v/as  111,000  cubic  yards,  compared  with 
98,450  for  1906,  Once  again  this  increase  can  be  attributed  in  part 
to  the  fact  that  397  nov/  dv/ellings  i/ere  erected  and  occupied,  together 
with  an  increase  in  industrial  and  commercial  premises. 

A  seiwrice  is  provided  for  the  collection  of  bulky  articles,  and 
this  is  being  called  upon  rnuch  more  frequently  than  in  the  past. 
Collections  are  mostly  on  a  no  charge  basis. 

A  nev7  form  of  refuse  collection  was  introduced  during  the  year, 
namely  a  collection  of  refuse  which  had  been  deposited  along  the  river 
banks  in  the  Broads  area.  A  trial  sv/eep  was  arranged  under  the  direction 
of  the  Yacht  Ov/ners  Association  and  carried  out  by  private  contractors. 
Some  three  lorry  loads  of  refuse  v/ere  collected  from  off  loading- 
points  within  the  Council’s  area.  It  was  later  agreed  that  the 
three  Local  authorities  together  with  the  Yacht  Ovmers  Association 
and  Broads  O^/ners  ^-ssociation  should  jointly  contribute  tov/ards  the 
cost  of  clearing  the  river  banks.  Our  contribution  v/as  £50* 

The  year  saw  the  publication  of  the  deport  of  the  working  party 
on  Refuse  Collection,  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-ovemment. 

In  comparing  the  recommendations  in  that  report  with  the  service 
provided  in  your  area,  it  was  seen  that  future  proposals  for  this 
service  were  in  keeping  with  those  recommended.  In  this  connection, 
there  v/as  a  trial  scheme  in  operation,  using  both  plastic  and 
paper  bin  liners,  but  this  was  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year, 

Dinp^os^aJ- 

Tips  were  operated  during  the  year  at  jxttlebridge,  Buxton, 

Foulsham' and' Reepham,  At  the  end’ of  the  year,  the  tip  at  Attlebridge 
was  full  and  a  small' pit  nearby  was  being  filled  though  this  v/olild 
only  last  for  approximately  fcur  months, 

with  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  larger  capacity  lorries 
the  necessity  for  more  nunerous  tips  becomes  less  desirable,  and  in 
future  years,  larger  and  fevver  ones  will  be  my  policy.  However,  these 
are  very  hard  to  find,  let  alone  acquire,  and  my  report  last  year 
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that  some  form  of  pretreatment  before  tipping  V70uld  be  necessary 
in  future  years  is  nov7  more  than  ever  true.  In  this  connection  it 
is  pleasing  to  report  the  establishment  of  a  working  Party  of  Officers 
responsible  for  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  from  some  neighbouring 
authorities  to  investigate  the  question  of  refuse  disposal  in  the 
area. 


It  is  hoped  that  this  s/orking  Party  v/ill  be  able  to  make 
recommendations  to  overcome  the  problems  of  refuse  disposal  which 
affect  other  iiuthorities  to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree.  It  is 
obvious  that  with  the  increasing  amount  of  refuse  having  to  be  collected 
and  disposed  of  annually,  only  proposals  and  actions  on  a  large 
scale  Y/ill  keep  pace  w'ith  the  problem.  This  v/ill  have  to  be  solved 
no  matter  v/hat  the  cost. 

Nights oil 


During  the  year,  a  nev/  Cesspool  emptier  with  provision  for 
collection  of  nightsoil  was  brought  into  operation  and  the  old 
vehicles  taken  out  of  service. 

The  amount  collected  was  again  reduced  and  w'ith  the  coming  into 
operation  of  the  North  East  Parishes  Sewerage  Scheme  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  demands  on  this  service  will  become  much  reduced. 

Cesspool  Emptying 

The  number  of  loads  increased  again  over  that  of  19^6,  in  fact, 
this  was  the  highest  ever,  greater  than  in  the  years  1 9^0  and 
before  the  fringe  Parishes  were  sewered,  With  the  coming  into  operation 
at  the  end  of  the  year  of  the  North  East  Parishes  Sewerage  Scheme,  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  record  mentioned  will  stand  unbroken.  The 
problem  is  not  only  the  emptying  of  Cesspools,  but  suitable  points 
for  discharging  after  collection.  During  the  year,  contents  were 
discharged  into  the  refuse  disposal  sites,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  discharge  ultimately  must  be  to  sewers  and  selected  sewage 
works  around  the  district. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  nuimber  of  sewerage  schemes  now  in 
the  pipe-line  will  not  be  long  delayed  in  becoming  reality  in  order  to 
reduce  the  demand  on  this  service.

During  the  year  7  nev7  licences  for  Petroleura  spirit  were  issued, 
and  4  discontinued.  ’Where  licences  were  discontinued  steps  v/ere 
taken  to  ensure  that  the  installations  were  made  safe. 


During  the  year  the  rodent  operators  visited  4? 030  premises, 
and  treated  1162  premises  where  Rats  v/ere  found. 

No  proved  evidence  of  resistance  to  .Warfarin  based  poisons  has 
been  found.  Alphakill  is  still  being  used  for  the  treatment  of  mice 
infestations  with  satisfactory  results. 

During  the  year  the  necessity  for  destroying  Rats  and  Mice, 
together  with  the  free  service  for  their  destruction  operated  by  the 
Council,  was_brought  to  the  notice  of  all  ratepayers  v/ithin  the  district 
by  enclosing  an  informative  leaflet  v/ith  rate  demand  notices.  I’he 
response  vras-ve.ry  encouraging.  Surprisingly  a  largo  number  of  people 
were  unaware  of  the  service  offered.  The  sudden  increase  in  complaints 
received,  follov;ing  the  sendiig  of  the  leaflet,  resulted  in  some 
delay  in  treatments  being  carried  out,  but  this  had  largely  been 
overcome  by  the  end  of  the  year* 

Surveys  were  carried  out  in  all  Parishes  during  the  Summer  months 
and  no  large  areas  of  heavy  infestations  were  found. 


In  conclusion,  I  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  my  department 
for  their  loyalty,  and  for  the  conscientious  manner  in  which  they 
have  performed  their  duties.  My  thanks  also  to  Mrs.  Lambley,  Mr.Spraggins, 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  Dr.  Lydia  McMurdo  for 
support  and  interest  during  the  year.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  I967. 

The  v/hole  year  has  unfortunately  been  overshadowed  by  the 
financial  situation  of  the  countiy,  and  the  necessity  to  curtail 
expenditure.  Indeed  as  the  year  proceeded  the  situation  v/orsened, 
terminating  iTith  the  devaluation  of  the  £,  and  the  imposition  of 
even  more  severe  restrictions  upon  local  authorities,  cutting  back 
both  their  capital  and  annual  expenditure,  'with  the  urgent  necessity 
that  exists  within  the  district  for  the  provision  of  main  drainage 
facilities  in  many  parishes,  the  threatened  postponement  of  urgently 
needed  schemes  vias  a  bitter  pill  to  have  to  sv/allow.  Concerned 
as  one  is  v/ith  the  day-to-day  complaint  of  unfortunate  householders, 
whose  septic  tanks  are  frequently  overflowing  and  having  to  be 
emptied,  one  begins  to  wonder  v/hether  v;e  alv/ays  get  out  priorities 
correct.  The  delay  in  receiving  loan  consent  for  urgently  needed 
sev/erage  schemes  is  not  made  easier  to  accept  when  one  sees  other 
authorities  still  proceeding  with  the  provision  of  libraries, 
swimming  pools,  museums  etc. 

In  my  Annual  Report  to  you  last  year  I  referred  to  the  fact 
that  1966  had  been  a  busy  and  exacting  year,  19^7  proved  to  be  no 
less  easy.  In  the  first  place  the  department  is  now  deeply  involved 
in  a  capital  v/orks  programme  for  main  drainage,  having  a  value 
in  excess  of  million,  and  in  the  second  place  the  district 
continues  to  develop  as  r^^idly  as  ever.  To  this  must  be 
added  the  increasing  complexity  in  such  matters  as  building  control, 
and  the  fact  that  our  residents,  enjoying  an  ever  increasing 
affluence,  demand  a  constantly  high  standard  in  the  services  we 
provide,  we  live  in  an  age  of  rapid  and  constant  change  and 
discovery,  particularly  in  the  technical  field,  v/ith  v/hich  my 
department  is  so  involved.  This  creates  considerable  and  time 
consuming  problems,  »vhich  must  be  met  if  we  are  to  keep  abreast  of 
our  job.  I  am  grateful  for  the  fact  that  the  Council  accepted  my 
request  to  appoint  additional  staff  during  the  year.  I  am  sure 
that  v/ithout  the  appointment  of  these  additional  officers,  we 
should  have  been  unable  to  fulfil  properly  our  responsibilities. 
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Dotails  of  staff  changes  are  given  in  Appendix  1,  hut  although 
a  number  of  Officers  left  the  department,  these  were  on  the  clerical 
side  and  fortunately  there  were  no  changes  of  technical  staff, 
whore  replacement  is  so  much  harder.  I  have  referred  above 
to  the  appointment  of  additional  staff,  and  these  included 
a  Technical  Assistant  in  the  drawing  office,  and  an  additional 
Building  Inspector. 

In  concluding  this  introduction  to  my  report,  I  wish  to 
express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  support  of  the  Public 
Health  Coouittee,  and  indeed  the  whole  Council  throughout 
the  year.  I  have  referred  above  to  the  frustrations  arising 
from  the  restriction  of  e^q^enditure .  There  is  inevitably 
a  degree  of  disappointment  for  all  of  us  in  the  department  v/hen 
schemes  and  proposals,  on  \/hich  a  great  deal  of  v/ork  has  taken 
place,  have  to  be  delayed.  I  am  grateful  to  all  members 
of  the  staff  of  the  department  for  the  Avay  in  v/hich  they 
have  met  the  disappointments  of  the  year,  and  for  the  loyal 
and  conscientious  manner  in  'which  they  have  continued  to  carry 
out  their  various  duties.

The  follov.dng  notes  indicate  briefly  the  progress  v/hich  has 
been  made  v/ith  variou.s  sewerage  scheinos,  v/hich  are  either  under 
construction,  or  in  course  of  preparation. 

^  »  North-East  Parishes  Sewerage  Scheme 

This  joint  scheme  with  Smallburgh  R.D.C.,  v/ill  provide 
main  drainage  to  the  villages  of  droxlian,  Coltishall,  Horstead 
and  Belaugh  within  our  ov/n  district.  The  work  is  being- 
carried  out  under  the  direction  of  your  Consulting  Engineers, 
w'ith  one  or  two  minor  exceptions  all  the  sewers  within  the 
scheme  v;ere  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  during 
the  year  work  has  proceeded  on  the  construction  of  the  Sewage 
Treatment  ..'orks  at  Belaugh,  and  the  various  Pumping  Stations 
which  form  part  of  the  scheme.  It  was  possible  to  bring  part 
of  the  Treatment  .vorks  into  operation  during  the  last  v/eek 
of  1967?  together  v?ith  the  main  Pumping  Stations  at  l;roxhan 
and  Hoveton.  .,e  nov;  await  the  completion  of  the  remaining 
sections  of  the  Treatment  \/orks,  together  with  the  erection 
and  completion  of  the  Sludge  Pressing  Plant  and  the  completion 
of  the  Pumping  Stations  in  the  Coltishall  and  Horstead  area. 

Ayisham  and  Marshai.i  Sewerage  Scheme 

During  the  year  'v/ork  proceeded  with  the  construction  of 
the  sev/ers  in  the  village  of  Marsham,  together  with  the 
pumping  station  and  pumpiiig  main  to  Ay  Is  ham,  and  the  v/hole  of 
this  work  was  substantially  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  extensions  to  the  existing  Treatment  j'orks  at 
Ayloham  proceeded  during  the  year,  and  again  the  majority 
of  the  work  v/as  completed  by  the  year  end. 

3-  Poulsham  Sewerage  Scheme 


You  will  recall  that  detailed  proposals  for  sev/ering  the 
village,  aiid  the  consti-nction  of  a  new  Treatment  v/orks,  v/ere 
submitted  to  the  Ministry''  towards  the  end  of  19 66.  After 
some  delay  an  enquiry  into  our  proposals  v/as  held  in  June  196?? 
and  two  months  later  v/e  received  authority  to  invite  tenders. 
Unfortunately  the  receipt  of  these  tenders  coincided  with 
the  "v/orcening  financial  situation  towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  the  year  ended  without  receiving  loan  consent.  I 
sincerely  hope  that  'v/e  shall  soon  be  in  a  position  to  proceed, 
and  that  work  'v/ill  in  fact  be  able  to  commence  early  in  I968. 
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Central  Paris ho g  SoweraAe  Schane 

J,  -  Drayton,  Taverhain  and  Plorsford . 

Following  the  revision  of  our  proposals  for  this  scheme, 
new  proposals  v/ere  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  their  investi¬ 
gation  in  February  1967.  Follo\/ing  some  delay  over  certain 
administrative  matters,  an  enquiry  into  our  scheme  was  eventually 
held  in  December.  Despite  the  present  economic  restrictions, 

I  trust  that  \iq  can  satisfy  the  Ministry  that  this  scheme  is 
of  sufficient  urgency  for  them  to  authorise  the  invitation 
of  tenders  during  the  early  part  of  I968.  In  the  meantiiiie  the 
Ministry  gave  approval  for  the  construction  of  certain  sev/ers 
in  advance  of  the  main  scheme,  due  to  proposed  roadw^'orks 
at  Sandy  Lane,  Taverhan,  and  at  the  centre  of  Drayton  Village, 
and  work  commenced  on  a  contract  for  this  work,  and  is  now 
nearing  completion, 

3.  CaT7ston  Sewerage  Scheme 

It  is  unfortunate  that  ’w'ith  the  pressure  of  v7ork  on  the 
department  arising  from  other  major  projects,  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  complete  our  proposals  for  this  village,  and 
submit  them  to  the  Ministr^?^.  The  proposals  are  particularly 
complicated  by  the  large  volume  of  v/aste  which  is  lilcely  to  be 
discharged  from  the  slaughter  house  in  the  village  to  the  nevz 
system.  During  the  year,  further  samples  of  this  waste  have 
been  taken  and  submitted  for  analysis  in  order  to  obtain  a 
more  complete  pattern  of  the  problem. 

During  the  year  v/ork  was  carried  out  on  improving  the  footpaths  at 
the  Reepham  Treatment  v/orks,  and  this  v/as  completed  in  April.  In 
September,  tenders  were  accepted  for  the  provision  of  a  Sludge  Pumping 
House,  together  vzith  a  mess  room  and  toilet  accommodation,  dork  commenced 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  will  be  completed  early  in  19b8. 

I  have  referred 'in  my  introduction  to  the  report  to  the  urgent  need 
for  the  provision  of  main  drainage  in  many  of  the  larger  parishes  in  the 
District.  Consent  to  proceed  vzith  the  sewering  of  Foulsham,  Drayton, 
Taverham  and  Korsford,  v/ill  be  a  considerable  step  forward,  but  there 
remains  a  very  urgent  need  in  such  villages  as  Buxton,  Rackheath,  Salhouse, 
St,  Faiths  and  Spixv/orth.  In  all  these  villages  there  is  a  considerable 
amount  of  modern  residential  development.  These  new  properties  iiave 
’to  rely  upon  individual  septic  tanks  vzith  soakaways,  and,  quite 
apart  from  the  burden  of  cesspool  emptying,  wliich  falls  upon  the 
Council’s  Public  Health  Departraent,  there  are  many  cases  v/here  ground 
conditions  are  far  from  suitable  for  soakaway  systems.  Undoubtedly 
many  families  in  these  villages  are  living  under  conditions  vzhich  are 
far  from  satisf actoiy . 


appendix  2  includes  a  table  which  indicates  the  number  of 
properties  w'hich  have  been  connected  to  the  Council's  sewers  during 
1967,  together  v;ith  the  total  connected  to  each  main  scheme# 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


For  the  purposes  of  v/ater  supply  the  district  is  divided  into 
two  areas  as  f ollows 

jri,  Nori^ich  Corporation  area  of  supply,  comprising  25 
parishes  forriiing  the  eastern  and  southern  parts  of 
the  district  with  an  area  of  liJJfOQG  acres  and 
containing  abeut  86^0  of  the  population  and 
of  its  rateable  value. 

B.  This  Council’s  area  of  supply,  comprising  23  parishes 
with  an  area  of  45^9'! 9  acres,  but  containing  only  some 
14/0  of  the  population  and  9/o  of  the  rateable  value  of 
the  district. 

No  major  works  have  been  carried  out  in  the  Council’s  area  of 
supply  during  I9C7.  -during  the  year  a  small  extension  to  the  existing 
main  ’v;as  carried  out  at  Ct.  nitchingham  to  serve  new  housing  development, 
and  details  of  this  extension  ax’e  contained  in  nppendix  3.  -appendix  3 
also  indicates  the  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  from  the  various 
Council  sources  during  19^7?  together  'with  details  of  the  number  of 
properties  connected  to  the  mains  in  our  o\m  area  of  supply,  and  also 
that  of  Noiavich  Coiq/oration.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  statistics 
contained  in  this  i.'.ppendix,  that  the  quantity  of  water  supplied  during 
the  year  rose  substantially  in.  comparison  ’with  the  figures  for  19^6, 

In  general  our  resources  are  adequate  to  meet  this  increasiirg  demand 
w'ith  tw'o  exceptions.  The  present  supply  at  Felthorpe,  originally 
provided  for  a  small  Council  Housing  Estate,  is  now  at  times  inadequate 
to  meet  the  demand  from  the  village,  and  at  certain  times  during  the 
summer,  supplies  v/ere  restricted.  The  Council  have  given  this  matter, 
and  the  various  alternative  solutions,  careful  consideration.  During 
the  year  an  agreement  was  reached  v;ith  Norv/ich  Corporation,  who  are 
proposing  to  reinforce  their  supply  to  Horsford,  to  obtain  a  bulk 
supply  for  Felthorpe.  Proposals  for  the  construction  of  the  necessary 
main  from  Horsford  to  Felthorpe,  together  \7ith  the  re  iiif  or  cement 
of  the  e^cisting  main  in  the  village,  are  in  course  of  preparation, 
and  should  be  reatSy  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  early  in  19^8. 

'There  were  also  certain  occasions  in  19^7  w’hen  the  demand  for  water 
from  the  Salle  Bridge  Pumping  Station  exceeded  the  output  of  the 
existing  equipment,  and  although  it  v/as  possible  to  avoid  any 
curtailment  of  supplies,  it  is  obvious  that  this  situation  will 
become  much  more  serious  during  the  next  year  or  so.  The  Council 
have  agreed  to  the  implementation  of  proposals  to  increase  the  output 
of  the  pumping  and  filtration  equipment  at  Salle,  and  details  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  early  in  I968.  Although  it  \7ill  not  be 
possible  to  complete  the  v/ork  in  either  of  these  cases  before  the  sunimer 
of  1968,  I  sincerely  hope  that  we  shall  be  in  a  position  to  commence 
and  complete  the  v7ork  during  that  year,  in  order  to  avoid  the  serious 
situation  that  could  well  arise  by  the  summer  of  19^9. 
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Through  the  year  regular  samples  for  bacteriological  examination 
Mere  tal^en  from  the  public  maias  in  the  Council’s  area  of  supply, 

187  samples  v/ere  taken  and  in  all  but  seven  cases,  the  results  proved 
to  be  excellent.  In  the  remainiiig  cases,  nherc  the  results  v/ere 
suspicious,  repeat  samples  v/ere  taken,  following  the  flushing  of  the 
mains,  and  these  gave  satisfactory  results. 

In  the  Hor;7ich  Corporation  area  of  supply  the  construction  of  a 
ne\i  main  to  serve  Shortthorn  Road,  Stratton  Strawless  v;as  completed 
in  19^7*  luring  the  year  agreement  was  reached  for  the  provision  of 
a  main  supply  to  the  village  of  Stratton  Strawless,  and  it  was  also 
agreed  to  extend  the  existing  maiiis  from  Buxton  to  serve  the  area 
of  Buxton  Heath.

During  the  year,  1,865  new  plans  were  deposited  for  Tovni  Planning 
permission  or  Building  Regulation  axDproval,  compared  v/ith  1,882 
applications  in  I966,  The  number  of  inspections  carried  out  under 
the  Building  Regulations  was  11,017  compared  with  9-898  in  I966, 

During  the  year  597  new  dwellings  Mere  completed,  includiiig 
Council  d'wellings,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  935  new  d'wellings  were 
in*  course  of  erection.  These  figures  compare  with  767  dwellings 
completed  in  1966,  and  648  in  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  I966, 

Those  figures  would,  in-  general,  indicate  that  the  pace  of  new 
building  in  the  district  continues  as  rapidly  as  it  has  during  the 
last  fev7  years,  and  that  the  general  economic  situation  does  not 
yet  appear  to  have  had  any  marked  effect. 

The  continual  and  considerable  rise  in  the  number  of  inspections 
under  the  Building  Regulations  clearly  indicates  the  grov7ing  task 
of  building  control  that  now  falls  upon  the  department,  and  one  must 
also  bear  in  mind  the  increasing  complexity  of  this  work.  The  appointment 
of  an  additional  Building  Inspector  during  the  year  was  a  most  necessary 
step,  in  order  to  ensure  we  could  meet  our  duties  and  responsibilities, 
with  the  provision  of  nev7  seMors  in  oui’  villages,  many  applications 
involve  the  construction  of  estate  sewers  by  the  developer,  and  the 
agreement  and  approval  of  those  proposals,  together  with  the  supervision 
of  the  work,  places  an  increasing  load  upon  the  Engineering  staff 
of  the  department.' 

No  formal  action  for  infringement  of  the  Building  Regulations 
had  to  be  taken  during  the  year.  Minor  cases  V7hich  did  arise  V7ere 
dealt  with  informally  and  resolved  satisfactorily.
